But the time came 
when she was left without any 
food at all, The neighbors being 
aware of the conditions gave what 
help they could but so many of 
them are out of work themselves 
that they could not do very much 
for the starving family.

New Crossing Hotel, 

Mr. Packer says that the new hotel 
recently opened by H. A, George at the 
Crossing js one of the most modern in 
the province, and a revelation to 
visitors It has electric light, baths, 
water and all modern conveniences, 


When it was opened two weeks ago the 
rooms were all taken in advance, and 
the tables had to be set four times to 
accommodate the patrons of the dining 
room, At present three sawmills are 
running night and day to full capacity, 
lack of lumber is the only 
thing holding back building operations, 
About twenty buildings of every kind 
are being put up now, including seven 
stores and the Royal Bank building. 
The Bank of Commerce also has a 
branch there, 
A Fortunete Man. 

Mr. Packer was fortunate enough to 
be able recently to file on a homestead 
within the three-and-a-half-mile circle 
of Peace River Crossing. Hundreds of 
homesteads have been filed on In that 
district by proxy during the past year 
or so, since it became certain that de- 
velopment was so close, According to 
the dominion regulations, one can file 
for his father, brother, sister or other 
relation, so long as the one for whom 
he files shows up In six months or less 
and personally files, Now, many of the 
proxies filed on have not been made 
food, In some the persons not 
being able to personally call at the land 
office, which Is situated at Grouard, and 
In others there betng no such persons, 
the person filing for them having done 
so with the idea of being able to make 
some money on it in the meantime 

The time has now come in a great 
many cases when the proxies must be 
made good, and there are about twenty 
men Jn front of the Dominion Land 
office walting for some of them to be 
One man recetyed $1,000 
in cash for his place in the Hine, and 
great excitement prevails, as some of 
the proxies are for lands situated with- 
in a mile or two of the Crossing 

In one Mr. Packer 
homestead was to be thrown open on 
the 25th of the month, but for some 
reason it was withdrawn on the 24th,

“With the inroads being made upon the spruce reseources 
of United States,” says the Printer and Publisher of New York, 
“it is foreseen that these will be exhausted within twenty 
years.” and the Publisher details the results of experiments 
being made with Alaska fir in the hope that from that source 
may be drawn a supply of pulp wood to meet the steadily 
increasing demands of the United States newspapers for news 
print. 
This situation on the other side of the'line, were the re- 
sources of Alberta given intelligent handling, could be made 
use of to the tremendous advantage of the settlers going ito 
the northern and northwestern section of Alberta, 

In this province are millions and millions of acres of 
fertile land more or less timbered with spruce and poplar, the 
ideal pulp wood. ‘The settler who takes up such land is 
confronted with the task of getting the timber off the land, 
and generally he burns it. In the newer sections of the 
province of Ontario, where pulp mills have been established, 
settlers find an immediate market for pulp wood at_ rates 
varying from $3.50 to $5 per cord, and the mantle of timber, 
instead of being a liability, is an asset, the returns therefrom 
heing almost sutficient to buy the settler’s equipment and start 
him up in business. see 

There is also presented, in the pulp wood possibilities of 
this province, the opportunity for settling the unemployment 
problem which recurs every winter with increasing severity. 

The fact that the dominion government fails to give such 
an obvious opportunity any intelligent atttention furnishes 
the absolutely unassailable argument against the retention of 
these resources under federal control. 


OF WILSON’S STRENGTH 

Dispatches from Washington indicate that President 
Wilson will score another triumph in the matter of the aboli- 
tion of the tolls exemption for the Panama canal. 

As an evidence of the personal strength of the president 
and of the futility of any interest attempting to totally ignore 
public opinion, the Panama incident is unique. 

In the commencement, the exemption from tolls for 
United Statés coastwise shipping was urged and lobbied 
through the house and senate by powerful shipping and rail- 
road interests in United States. The law was a flagrant 
violation of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty and was almost 
unanimously recognized as such, but the interested interests 
proposed to compel the arrangement suitable to them not- 
withstanding. 

When Wilson came on the scene he found even his own 
party in the house and senate opposed to the repeal. But he 
took the ground that the arrangement was wrong and insisted 
that as a matter of national integrity it should be set right.

TO VOCAL STUDENTS 
BY MME. CLARA BUTT 


Clara Butt's favorite oratorios are 
“Elijah” and “The Messiah,” and her 
favorite solo “O, Rest in the Lord"— 
which, as she sings it never fails to 
touch an audience. Another solo which 
she has used so frequently that it 1s 
associated almost instinctively with her 
name, is Liddle’s beautiful setting of 
“Abide With Me.’ 

Discussing the qualities requisite for 
the singing of oratorio, Mme, Butt, said 
recently: “First of all, the singer must 
have a knowledge of the entire com- 
position, not merely the part falling to 
Only thus can she repro- 
duce the spirit of the work, One must 
feel the inspiration. Beginners should 
try to cultivate originality, and create 
a solo part, precisely as an actor cre- 
utes a dramatic role. It is the singer's 
task to study a plece until she can give 
it her own interpretation, and it is 
ability to do this that marks the true 
musician, It {s a mistake for begin- 
ners to try to copy famous artists; 
rather they should make their per- 
formance individual. 

“Another point to aim at Is clear 
enunciation, Unless the words of a 
great work are clearly understood, it 
is impossible to imbibe the spirit. On 
the other hand, it is well for the singer 
to keep her own emotions under com- 
plete Control, Feeling and sensibility 
should be cultivated, but held well in 
hand. <A well-known vocalist once de- 
clared to me that she never could sing 
a certain song without weeping. I am 
inclined to think she did not move her 
audience to tears, To do that, one must 
convey intense passion without losing 
control, A concluding hint to the no- 
vice: Don't strain after effects. Avoid 
fireworks, The singing of sacred music 
should) be natural, distinet, full of
